The case is that of Francis vs. 


United States. Francis was convicted 
in Cincinnati of carrying lottery tick- 
ets across the Ohio line into Ken- 
tucky. The question is whether con- 
gress can regulate interstate com- 
merce to the extent of prf venting lot- 
tery gambling by the aid of express 
companies. Coupled with this case is 
one from Chicago—Charles F. Cham- 
pion vs John C Air.ds. United States 
marshal—which involves the consti- 
tutionality of the lottery act of 1895. 
Eminent lawyers and jounst.s regard 
the two cases as ha^iig decisive bear- 
ing on the future polcy of courts and 
of contrresb
